My  dear  Brethren: 

We  thank  God  today  for  the  blessings  He  has  bestowed  on  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  these  past  fifty  years.   He  has  led  us 
from  a  struggling  infancy  of  a  few  scattered  people  to  a 
viable  Church  found  in  every  part  of  North  Carolina. 

We  think  today  of  those  who  planted  the  Faith  on  our  soil  in 
colonial  days  and  those  who  nourished  this  Faith  in  infancy, 
such  as  Bishop  John  England  and  Judge  William  Gaston. 

We  think,  too,  of  our  first  Vicar  Apostolic,  Bishop  James  Gib- 
bons, and  of  Bishop  Leo  Haid  and  the  Benedictines  of  Belmont 
Abbey  and  of  our  own  great  missioner,  the  saintly  Father  Thomas 
Frederick  Price. 

We  call  to  mind  our  people  who  have  struggled  to  preserve  the 
faith  amid  obstacles,  often  without  priests,  and  we  remember 
the  great  generosity  of  our  people  in  founding  and  maintaining 
our  parishes,  schools  and  works  of  mercy  throughout  the  state. 

Bishop  Hafey  and  Bishop  McGuinness  built  on  the  foundation  laid 
by  the  early  missioners.   For  much  of  their  success  we  are  in- 
debted to  sisters  from  many  religious  communities  and  to  many 
religious  order  priests  who  have  worked  side  by  side  with  our 
own  diocesan  clergy. 

During  my  own  tenure  as  Bishop  of  Raleigh,  we  have  witnessed 
a  growth  in  wisdom  and  age  and  grace  and  numbers.  Parishes 
have  been  established  in  the  majority  of  our  counties;  discri- 
minatory policies  have  been  abolished  in  all  our  churches,  schools 
and  institutions;  five  of  our  diocesan  clergy  have  been  raised 
to  the  office  of  Bishop. 

God  has  blessed  our  part  of  the  country  by  sending  people  of 
strong  faith  and  ability  to  help  us  in  the  last  few  years. 
These  have  come  with  industry  and  the  armed  forces,  and  we  know 
that  together  we  are  helping  to  knit  this  great  section  of  our 
country  into  a  unity  and  strong  faith  that  will  assist  the 
Church  of  God  in  the  future.   For  this  we  thank  God. 
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In  1972  the  Holy  See,  recognizing  our  growth,  divided  the 
territory  and  established  our  sister  Diocese  of  Charlotte. 
Today,  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  embraces  the  fifty-four 
counties  of  eastern  North  Carolina  with  a  population  of  forty 
thousand.   We  thank  God  for  this  growth,  and  we  congratulate 
you,  the  people  of  God  in  eastern  North  Carolina. 

No  diocese  owes  a  greater  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Bishops 
of  our  country  than  does  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.   The  Bishops 
and  their  generous  people  listened  to  our  early  missionary 
appeals  made  in  person  and  by  letter.   They  have  appreciated 
the  goodness  of  our  southern  people  and  their  strong  faith. 
As  I  said  to  one  of  my  co-workers  when  the  response  to  our 
invitations  began  to  come  in,  "If  the  financial  or  energy  crises 
or  other  catastrophe  should  prohibit  the  celebration,  those 
who  have  already  responded  would  have  already  given  us  another 
debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Bishops  and  laity  of  the  nation." 

We  thank  all  of  you,  our  friends,  who  have  come  from  near  and 
far  to  celebrate  with  us  -  my  brother  bishops,  the  leaders  of 
the  Christian  and  Jewish  communities  in  Raleigh  and  in  North 
Carolina,  civic  and  government  leaders  from  the  city  and  state, 
and  friends  from  every  walk  of  life  and  every  section  of  the 
state. 

As  we  look  forward  to  the  next  fifty  years,  we  ask  that  God 
bless  us  all  with  a  renewed  spirit  of  unity  and  cooperation 
that  will  promote  peace  on  earth  and  the  ultimate  salvation 
of  all  men.

The  Most  Reverend  James  J.  Navagh,  D.D. 

Most  Reverend  James  J.  Navagh,  D.D.,  was  conse- 
crated Auxiliary  Bishop  of  Raleigh,  September,  1952. 
Bishop  Navagh  was  interested  in  the  Home  Missions 
in  his  native  Buffalo,  New  York.  He  was  Director  of 
the  Mission  Apostolate  in  North  Carolina.  Appointed 
Bishop  of  Ogdensburg,  New  York  in  1957,  he  was 
transferred  to  Paterson,  New  Jersey  in  1963.  Bishop 
Navagh  died  while  attending  the  Second  Vatican 
Council. 


The  Most  Reverend  Charles  B.  McLaughlin,  D.D. 

Most  Reverend  Charles  B.  McLaughlin,  D.D.,  was 
ordained  a  Priest  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  in  1941 .  He 
served  in  several  parishes,  including  fifteen  years  as 
Pastor  of  Our  Lady  of  Perpetual  Help  in  Rocky  Mount. 
Named  Auxiliary  Bishop  of  Raleigh  in  1964,  Bishop 
McLaughlin  showed  great  interest  in  and  zeal  for 
every  phase  of  the  Apostolate.  In  May,  1968,  he  was 
appointed  First  Bishop  of  St.  Petersburg,  Florida. 


The  Most  Reverend  George  E.  Lynch,  J. CD. 

Ordained  for  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  in  1943,  The  Most 
Reverend  George  E.  Lynch,  J.C.D.,  V.G.,  present 
Auxiliary  to  the  Bishop  of  Raleigh  has  served  in 
numerous  positions  —  Assistant  Pastor,  Chancellor, 
Officialis  of  the  Diocesan  Tribunal,  and  Pastor.  In 
addition  to  his  duties  as  Auxiliary  Bishop  and  Vicar 
General,  Bishop  Lynch  is  Pastor  of  Holy  Name  Parish 
and  Superintendent  of  Nazareth  Catholic  Children's 
Home.  Bishop  Lynch  was  ordained  to  the  Episcopacy, 
January  6,  1970. 


History  of  Diocese 


In  John  Brickell's  "Natural  History  of  North  Carolina"  published  in  Ireland  in  1737,  we 
read  that  there  were  Catholics  in  and  around  the  tov/n  of  Bath  and  there  was  a  resident 
priest.  From  a  tombstone  marking  his  grave  in  New  Bern,  we  learn  that  Father  Cleary  was 
the  first  priest  to  have  administered  to  Catholics  in  North  Carolina  after  the  Revolutionary 
War. 

Catholics  of  the  thirteen  original  colonies  were  nominally  under  the  leadership  of  the 
hierarchy  of  England.  Other  parts  of  what  is  now  the  United  States  were  under  the 
ecclesiastical  administration  of  Spain  and  France. 

At  the  end  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  Baltimore,  Maryland  became  the  focal  point  of 
the  mainstream  of  Catholic  history  in  the  United  States.  In  1784,  only  five  years  after  the 
War  of  Independence,  Father  John  Carroll  was  appointed  Superior  of  the  American 
Missions  and  this  was  an  initial  step  toward  the  establishment  of  a  Catholic  hierarchy  in  the 
United  States.  Two  years  after  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1787,  Father  Carroll  was 
appointed  the  first  Catholic  Bishop  in  the  United  States,  being  named  Bishop  of  Baltimore. 
Bishop  Carroll's  jurisdiction  extended  over  all  the  former  English  colonies  in  what  is  now 
the  United  States. 

As  the  Church  grew  in  the  new  nation,  other  dioceses  were  seen  to  be  needed  and  in 
1808,  Baltimore  was  named  an  Archdiocese.  Bishop  Carroll  became  the  first  Archbishop  in 
the  United  States  and  Suffragan  Sees  were  established  at  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia, 
and  Bardstown,  Kentucky. 

The  Archdiocese  of  Baltimore  was  again  divided  in  1820  by  the  establishment  of  the 
Diocese  of  Charleston  which  included  the  States  of  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and 
Georgia.  Bishop  John  England  was  appointed  the  first  Bishop  of  Charleston  and  he  visited 
North  Carolina  on  many  occasions.  On  his  first  visit  in  1821  he  celebrated  Mass  in  the 
ballroom  of  the  home  of  William  Gaston  in  New  Bern.  Judge  Gaston's  home  is  still  in 
existence  and  is  being  restored  by  the  Judge  Gaston  House  Restoration  Association  of  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh.  The  home  is  a  site  of  great  historical  value  both  to  Catholics  and  to  the 
entire  State  of  North  Carolina  since  Judge  Gaston  was  a  renowned  statesman  and  jurist  of 
his  day.  On  this  same  journey  in  1821,  Bishop  England  offered  the  first  Mass  of  record  in 
Raleigh. 

The  Church  continued  to  grow  and  North  Carolina  was  separated  from  the  Diocese  of 
Charleston  on  March  3,   1868  by  the  establishment  of  the  North  Carolina  Vicariate 
Apostolic,  under  the  authority  of  Pope  Pius  IX.  Bishop  James  Gibbons,  later  Cardinal  of 
Baltimore,  was  named  the  first  Vicar  Apostolic  of  North  Carolina. 

Bishop  Gibbons  was  installed  in  the  little  Pro-Cathedral  of  St.  Thomas  in  Wilmington, 
North  Carolina,  on  November  1,  18b8.  At  that  time  Bishop  Gibbons  had  only  three  priests 
and  only  three  towns  had  churches— Raleigh,  Edenton  and  New  Bern.  There  were  fifteen 
other  missions  and  stations  where  Mass  was  offered  in  private  homes  when  possible.  There 
were  approximately  700  Catholics  in  the  entire  State  at  that  time.  Bishop  Gibbons,  after 
moving  to  Richmond  and  Baltimore,  kept  an  interest  in  the  Vicariate  of  North  Carolina. 
Through  his  help  the  Benedictine  Monastery  of  Mary  Help  of  Christians  was  established  at 
what  is  now  Belmont,  North  Carolina. 


The  Most  Reverend  Leo  Haid  was  elected  first  Abbot  of  Belmont  and  was  named  by 
the  Holy  See,  Abbot-Ordinary  of  the  Belmont  Abbey  Nullius  and  Vicar  Apostolic  of  North 
Carolina.  He  was  thus  the  first  Abbot-Ordinary  and  the  fourth  and  last  Vicar  Apostolic.  He 
died  July  24, 1924. 

The  Benedictine  priests  joined  the  small  band  of  diocesan  clergy  in  the  work  of 
establishing  the  Church  throughout  the  State.  Among  the  most  notable  of  the  latter  was 
Father  Thomas  Frederick  Price  of  Wilmington,  who  established  a  mission  apostolate  at 
Nazareth,  just  outside  Raleigh.  Father  Price  dreamed  of  Nazareth  as  a  center  for 
missionizing  the  eastern  part  of  the  State.  With  a  few  priestly  helpers  he  established  many 
missions  and  built  several  churches  which  are  parishes  today.  His  most  remembered  work 
was  the  founding  of  the  Diocesan  Orphanage  at  Nazareth  which  continues  today  as  a  haven 
for  homeless  children.  The  little  Chapel  at  Nazareth  is  now  the  parish  church  of  Holy 
Name.  Father  Price  left  North  Carolina  in  1911  to  become  the  Co-Founder  of  Maryknoff, 
the  Catholic  Foreign  Missions  Society  of  America.  He  died  in  China  in  1919. 

By  1924  the  number  of  Catholics  in  the  State  had  grown  to  6,000  and  on  December  12, 
1924,  Pope  Pius  XI  promoted  North  Carolina  to  the  status  of  a  Diocese  with  its  See  at 
Raleigh.  The  new  diocese  embraced  all  of  the  State  with  the  exception  of  the  Abbatia 
Nullius  of  Belmont  Abbey. 


The  Most  Reverend  William  J.  Hafey,  Chancellor 
of  the  Archdiocese  of  Baltimore  was  named  the  first 
Bishop  of  Raleigh  and  Consecrated  on  June  24,  1925. 
The  Benedictine  Priests  of  Belmont  Abbey  continued 
to  assist  in  the  pastoral  work  of  the  new  diocese  and 
vocations  to  the  diocesan  clergy  began  to  grow.  Bishop 
Hafey  traveled  throughout  the  United  States  making 
appeals  for  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  and  the  Bishops  of 
the  Country  assisted  him  both  by  vocations  and 
financial  aid.  Bishop  Hafey  continued  his  apostolic 
work  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  until  he  was 
transferred  to  the  See  of  Scranton,  Pennsylvania,  on 
October  2, 1937,  where  he  died  in  1957. 


The  Most  Reverend 
William  J.  Hafey,  D.D. 


Bishop  Eugene  J.  McGuinness  of  Philadelphia, 
Director  of  the  Catholic  Church  Extension  Society, 
was  appointed  by  Pope  Pius  XI,  second  Bishop  of 
Raleigh.  He  was  Consecrated  on  December  21,  1937. 
Bishop  McGuinness  continued  the  work  of  Bishop 
Hafey  in  making  appeals  over  the  country  and  brought 
many  Religious  Orders  to  North  Carolina.  Many 
vocations  were  added  to  the  diocesan  clergy.  Through 
Bishop  McGuinness'  wide  experience  at  the  Extension 
Society  and  in  Philadelphia,  expansion  of  the 
missionary  Diocese  of  Raleigh  was  continued.  Bishop 
McGuinness  was  transferred  to  the  See  of  Oklahoma 
City-Tulsa  on  December  8,  1944.  He  died  December 
27,  1957.

The  third  and  present  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  is  the  Most  Reverend  Vincent 
S.  Waters,  former  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  Richmond,  Consecrated  Bishop  of  Raleigh 
on  May  15,  1945. 

Bishop  Waters  has  led  the  Church  in  Raleigh  through  a  period  of  growth  and 
expansion.  With  his  missionary  zeal,  he  has  endeavored  to  establish  a  parish  in  every 
county.  He  has  supported  the  work  of  Christian  Education  both  in  Catholic  schools  and  in 
Parish  C.C.D.  programs.  The  North  Carolina  Catholic  Layman's  Association  was 
established  early  in  Bishop  Waters'  tenure  and  it  gave  birth  to  our  diocesan  paper,  the 
NORTH  CAROLINA  CATHOLIC.  The  NCCLA  was  the  parent  organization  of  the 
Confraternity  of  Christian  Doctrine.  It  was  decreed  in  1953  that  all  discrimination  in 
Catholic  parishes,  programs  and  institutions  should  cease  immediately,  and  over  the  last 
twenty  years  we  have  seen  this  goal  achieved. 

An  important  element  of  mission  work  under  Bishop  Waters  has  been  the  Outdoor 
Trailer  Mission  —  from  two  chapels  the  Word  has  been  preached  in  every  nook  and  cranny 
of  the  State,  from  Murphy  to  Manteo.  The  chapels  have  now  been  retired  but  the  results  of 
that  apostolate  live  on. 

In  1972  the  Church  had  grown  to  approximately  70,000  Catholic  people,  with  120 
parishes  and  many  institutions.  Because  of  this  growth  and  the  vast  territory  of  the  diocese 
(52,000  square  miles),  Pope  Paul  VI  established  the  Diocese  of  Charlotte,  giving  to  it  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  forty-six  western  counties  of  North  Carolina.  The  Most  Reverend 
Michael  J.  Begley,  a  priest  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  was  appointed  first  Bishop  of  this  new 
Diocese  and  was  ordained  Bishop  on  January  12,  1972. 

Today  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  embraces  the  fifty-four  eastern  counties  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina.  In  a  total  population  of  2,480,393  in  the  diocese,  there  are  today  40,000 
Catholics. 

Today  we  pause  to  reflect  on  this  history  of  the  Church,  to  thank  God  for  what  has 
been,  and  ask  His  guidance  for  the  future.  The  Church  of  Raleigh  has  begun  to  accept  her 
role  as  an  adult  in  the  Christian  community.  Although  still  a  mission  area,  we  turn  our 
faces  toward  other  more  needy  missions  and  toward  the  needy  of  the  world.  Money  is  only 
one  measure  —  the  more  important  is  people.  We  find  our  Catholic  people  in  every  walk  of 
life,  in  labor  and  management,  in  the  professions  and  in  government.  We  see  the  Church 
looking  to  be  of  service  to  all  our  neighbors.  May  God  grant  that  this  picture  of  where  we 
have  been  be  but  a  shadow  of  where  we  will  be.

The  Holy  Year 


In  pre-Exilic  Judaism  every  50th  year  was  a  Jubilee  Year,  or  a  year  of  remission,  in 
which  debts  were  pardoned  and  slaves  freed.  The  medieval  popes  came  to  apply  such  a 
custom  in  the  Church,  decreeing  a  Holy  Year,  a  period  in  which  a  solemn  plenary 
indulgence  is  granted  to  the  faithful  under  certain  conditions  and  special  faculties  are  given 
to  confessors.  The  Holy  Year  normally  begins  and  ends  with  special  sacred  ceremonies 
intended  to  improve  the  religious  life  of  the  faithful. 

The  first  Holy  Year  in  the  Catholic  tradition  began  on  December  24,  1300,  when  large 
crowds  visited  Saint  Peter's  Basilica.  At  that  time  Pope  Boniface  VIII  issued  a  decree 
which  determined  that  every  100  years  a  universal  jubilee  should  be  celebrated.  Subse- 
quent popes  progressively  shortened  the  intervals  between  the  Holy  Years  until  finally,  in 
1470,  Pope  Paul  II  reduced  the  time  to  25  years,  a  custom  which  has  remained  to  this  day, 
though  extraordinary  Holy  Years  can  be  proclaimed  at  any  time.  Also  in  the  15th  century 
were  prescribed  the  ceremonies  that  are  observed  essentially  even  today:  the  Pope  opens 
the  Holy  Door  of  Saint  Peter's  and  appoints  three  cardinals  to  do  the  same  in  the  other 
basilicas,  using  assigned  rites  and  prayers.  At  the  end  of  the  Holy  Year,  the  Holy  Door  is 
again  walled  up.  The  last  Holy  Year  was  celebrated  by  Pope  Pius  XII  in  1950,  when 
unprecedented  crowds  thronged  into  Rome. 

Great  pomp  and  ceremony  have  accompanied  many  of  the  Holy  Year  celebrations,  but 
essentially  they  have  been  manifestations  of  piety.  The  present  Holy  Year  is  concerned  in  a 
special  way  with  the  interior  life  of  the  Spirit  and  is  meant  to  promote  works  of  piety, 
penance  and  charity  as  a  sign  of  renewal  in  faith. 

Unlike  previous  Holy  Years,  which  were  first  celebrated  in  Rome  and  then  extended 
to  other  communities  and  dioceses,  the  present  Holy  Year  was  first  proclaimed  for  all  the 
local  churches,  with  activities  culminating  in  Rome  in  1975.  In  this  sense  the  Holy  Year  is 
indeed  unique. 

Pope  Paul  set  the  tone  for  the  new  Holy  Year  in  an  address  on  May  9,  1973.  After 
saying  that  the  theme  of  the  Holy  Year  is  reconciliation,  and  that  the  event  should  bring 
"spiritual  well-being  to  every  conscience  and  indirectly  to  the  attitude  of  society,"  the  Pope 
said: 

According  to  the  centuries  old  custom,  the  Holy  Year  has  its  focal  point  in 
Rome.  And  it  will  still  be  so,  but  with  this  innovation.  The  conditions 
prescribed  for  acquiring  special  benefits  will  this  time  be  anticipated  and 
granted  to  the  local  Churches,  so  that  the  whole  Church  spread  throughout  the 
world  may  be  able  to  profit  from  this  great  occasion  of  renewal  and 
reconciliation.  In  this  way  the  whole  Church  will  be  better  able  to  prepare  for 
the  climax  and  conclusions  of  the  Holy  Year,  which  will  be  celebrated  in  Rome 
in  the  year  1975,  and  which  will  give  to  the  traditional  pilgrimage  to  the  tombs 
of  the  Apostles  its  traditional  meaning  for  those  who  are  able  and  wish  to  make 
the  pilgrimage. 

On  former  occasions,  the  extension  of  the  Holy  Year  came  after  its 
celebration  in  Rome;  now  this  extension  will  precede  the  celebration. 
Everyone  can  see  how  this  innovation  also  includes  an  intention  of  honoring 
ivith  more  evident  and  effective  communion  the  local  Churches  which  are 
living  members  of  the  one  universal  Church  of  Christ. 


Above  all,  the  Holy  Father  has  emphasized,  the  Holy  Year  seeks  after  renewal  of  man 
and  his  reconciliation  with  God.  We  are  called  to  a  renewal  in  the  depths  of  our  soul;  to  a 
true  reconciliation  with  our  God  and  each  of  our  brothers  and  sisters. 

The  Central  Committee  for  the  Holy  Year  has  suggested  the  following  principal 
objectives  to  be  attained  in  the  Holy  Year: 


—  A  recommitment  to  conscience  and  a  personal  reflection  upon  the  human  and 
Christian  vocation  and  upon  the  demands  arising  from  worship  and  faith  in  God. 

—  A  consideration  of  the  problem  of  sin,  of  conversion  and  of  salvation  proposed  in 
terms  which  are  adequate  to  the  mentality,  conditions  and  needs  of  the  present-day  world. 

—  A  re-evaluation  of  penance  as  an  essential  component  of  the  Christian  spirit  and  a 
restatement  of  the  Sacrament  of  Penance  as  a  means  to  nourish  the  spirit  in  forms  of 
administration  which  are,  at  the  same  time,  both  practical  and  faithful  to  the  genuine 
traditions  of  the  Church  as  well  as  to  the  psychological  and  sociological  conditions  of 
modern  man. 

—  A  fitting  emphasis  on  the  role  to  be  played  by  penance,  whether  as  a  sacrament  or 
an  element  of  Christian  living,  in  attaining  reconciliation  with  God  and  our  fellowmen  both 
in  the  Christian  community  and  in  the  entire  human  family. 

—  A  constant  reminder  that  Christ  is  the  Savior,  from  whom  comes  every  grace, 
faith,  conversion,  good  works,  perseverance  and  rededication. 

—  A  strengthening  of  the  union  with  Christ  which  should  exist  in  the  individual 
conscience,  in  the  interrelationships  within  the  Church  and  among  the  Churches. 

—  A  reaffirmation  of  the  mission  and  the  obligation  of  Christians  to  live  in  the  world 
and  in  every  sphere  of  action  as  true  workers  for  unity  and  peace  following  the  Gospel  way 
of  brotherhood  and  forgiveness,  introducing  into  each  area  of  life  and  into  each  sense  of 
values  the  Christian  spirit  of  charity. 

Various  initiatives  have  been  undertaken  at  all  levels  of  the  Churches  throughout  the 
world  in  connection  with  the  Holy  Year.  At  the  parish  level,  some  Churches  have  held 
parish  missions,  either  in  the  traditional  form  or  following  new  patterns,  in  order  to 
awaken  in  the  faithful  a  feeling  for  the  objectives  of  the  Holy  Year. 

At  the  diocesan  level,  local  Churches  throughout  the  world  have  encouraged  reconcili- 
ation, sacrifice,  and  a  spirit  of  prayer.  Many  dioceses  have  been  active  in  the  organization 
of  pilgrimages  to  the  Cathedral  and,  eventually,  pilgrimages  to  Rome.  This  has  been  true 
in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.  In  addition  to  the  Cathedral,  churches  in  each  Deanery  have 
been  designated  as  Churches  of  Pilgrimage.  Indeed,  this  Anniversary  Mass  and  Solemn 
Commencement  of  the  Holy  Year  observance  in  our  Diocese  has  constituted  a  pilgrimage 
for  each  of  us. 

From  June  12-21,  1975,  Priests,  Sisters  and  Laypersons  from  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
will  go  in  pilgrimage  to  Rome.  Hopefully,  all  these  efforts  will  aid  us  in  becoming  a  truly 
holy  people,  a  holy  Diocese,  in  final  pilgrimage  together  to  the  Kingdom  of  God.

The  Most  Reverend  Fulton  J.  Sheen,  S.T.D.,  Ph.D.,  Ll.D. 


Archbishop  Fulton  J.  Sheen  was  born  in  El  Paso,  Illinois,  on  May  8,  1895.  He  is  often 
associated  with  the  television  image  which  made  him  known  to  millions  during  the  years 
1951-1957  in  his  ABC  series  "Life  Is  Worth  Living."  To  the  Americans  who  remember 
those  earlier  days  of  television,  he  is  the  gentle  and  beloved  Bishop.  To  the  Catholics  then 
and  now,  he  is  all  of  that  and  more — a  scholar,  an  educator,  an  editor,  a  columnist,  and  an 
author  of  some  sixty-nine  books. 

Bishop  Sheen  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood  for  the  Diocese  of  Peoria  in  1919.  He 
obtained  his  S.T.D.  and  J.C.B.  from  Catholic  University  of  America  where  he  later 
returned  to  teach,  eventually  being  promoted  to  a  full  Professor  of  Philosophy. 

In  1951  he  was  consecrated  a  Bishop  and  was  appointed  Ordinary  of  the  Diocese  of 
Rochester,  New  York,  in  1966.  For  Sixteen  years  Bishop  Sheen  served  as  the  National 
Director  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Faith.  In  1969  Bishop  Sheen  retired  as 
Bishop  of  Rochester  and  was  appointed  by  the  Holy  Father  Titular  Archbishop  of  Newport 
(Wales). 

The  recipient  of  numerous  honorary  degrees  and  awards  over  the  years,  including  an 
"Emmy"  in  1952,  Bishop  Sheen  has  pursued  many  endeavors  in  his  lifetime;  and  it  is  by 
these  endeavors  that  all  peoples  have  benefited  by  the  man  and  priest  in  Archbishop 
Fulton  J.  Sheen.
